PRESIDENT COOLIDGE 


FROM the presidency of the sen- 
ate to that of the United States, is the 
step Calvin Coolidge takes with the 
demise of Warren G. Harling. 

Not many have made this stride, 
none equipped as Mr. Coolidge with an 
intimate and inside knowledge of the 
administration. 

_ Was it kismet that inspired Presi- 
dent Harding at tne very outset’ of his 
term in 1G21, to offer his running mate 
the vice-president, a seat in the calLi- 
uct? Did fate itself nudge Coolidge and 
impel him to make a record of his at- 
tendance at cabinet meetings ? 

" Whatever power directed these men 
ihe country will benefit by their close 
observance of the affairs of acmintstra- 
tion, Mr. Coolidge has been like all 
other vice-presidents, a fig¢ure for fun 


in that he kept his place and carried 


out the traditions that the .vice-presi- 
dent shall be a personified cypher, and 
whose name ‘grows cold ir the mem- 
ories of the peuple and stale on their 
lips... 

His elevation to the presidency, 
coming with the suddenness of a flash, 
will find him better measured to as- 
sume his duties than any other man in 
the history, with the one great out- 
standing exception of Theodore Roose 
velt, who was pitched into the highest 
offfice on the death of President Mc- 
Kinley, and who was ripe for his task. 

Mr. Coolidge is not the great 
ameliator that President Harding was. 
He is not a cordial, genial man, but a 
terest, as he proved in his long -public 
wonderfully balanced thinker and doer. 
He is uncompromisingly American, To 
him, the rights and welfare of the peo- 
ple are paramount to any smaller in- 
retiring one. He is not a fellow, but a 
service. He is one of the quickest-decid- 
ing and fastest-acting public men since 
Colonel Roosevelt, and ‘his thinking is 
apt to be a little calmer and his acting 
a little more far-reaching, 

The new president may be depend- 
ed upon inan emergency. He will in- 
lerit all of the splendid Harding tradi- 
tion, and will go into office unfcttered 
by the political debts that a one-term 
president usually’carries out of his cam- 
paign. The bills have been paid. If there 
are any political commodities the new 
chief finds: hampering him, he knows 
how to get rid of them.
